We supply printed Order-Blanks, carefully prepared 
for the convenience of our customers. The use of these 
blanks expedites the shipment of orders and insures the 
giving of Certificates when the required service has been 
performed.

a reasonable trial. 

2. GOODS ARE SHIPPED the second or third day after 
receipt of the order. Orders are not acknowledged. 

3. WE GUARANTEE THE SAFE ARRIVAL of all goods 
(except Crockery, for which, see special terms on page 109), 
only when ordered shipped to a regular freight-station in 
charge of an Agent. We will adjust all breakages and short- 
ages if reported to us within two days after arrival, accom- 
panied by freight-bill endorsed by R. R. Agent with full 
statement of damage existing, so that damages can be adjusted 
immediately, but we will pay for repairs only when author- 
ized by us. If R. R. Co. overcharges you, we will promptly 


refund you amount overcharged upon receipt of freight-bill. | 


Return no goods for any reason until instructed. 

4, USE GREAT CARE IN OPENING GOODS. Discretion 
and forethought are needful in unpacking Premiums. 
Damage is often done from lack of heedful precaution and 
use of improper tools. 


FORMATION. 


5. CERTIFICATE PREMIUMS, except when mailed post- 
paid, are shipped, like all our goods, at the customer’s 
expense ; or (except some of the largest or if made to order) 
they can be shipped with purchases, thereby saving trans- 
portation -charges. Everything is shipped at the lowest 
possible cost. When mail is cheapest means of delivery, 
we name amount necessary to cover postage. 


Premiums of one-half and one Certificate value, should 
be ordered with other goods on account of the disproportion- 
ately high cost of transportation charge when they are 
shipped alone.

PURCHASERS. Neither the Present for Cash nor a Larkin 
Premium is given with less than a $10.00 list of Products. 
The Certificate Premium is not given for an order of less 
than $10.00 cash value, nor for one that includes less than 
a $10.00 list of Products. 

You may select Premiums to the value of Five Certifi- 
cates with each ¢10.00 order. If you wish only a Premium 
that is offered for less than Five Certificates, it may be 
ordered with a $10.00 list of Products at prices on this page.

THE SHIPMENT OF PREMIUMS. 

Made-to-order garments are always shipped directly from the 
manufacturer to the customer. All other Premiums are shipped 
with the Products from Buffalo (or Peoria); and in the same 
package if possible: except when otherwise i ated in the offer. 

The wide variety of merchandise represented in the more than 
1600 Larkin Premiums, and the very large sales of many of them, 
demand the facilities of scores of factories (the whole output of 
some 15 factories, some making only one article each.) These 
factories are in each instance wisely located where supremacy in 
the particular line of work of each has been attained. Only those 
are at Buffalo that here can command the highest development of 
the facilities of the trade represented. 

Therefore, we reserve the right to ship premiums from 
the factory direct whenever this course will effect a material saving 
in the cost of freight, storage and handling-charges. This can 
apply only to the larger articles, generally furniture, and such 
of those only as are not made in Buffalo (or Peoria), also to made- 
to-order garments. 

There are about eighty of these larger Premiums that are 
shipped from factories away from Buffalo direct to our customers. 
All customers obtain resultant benefits in the more liberal terms 
that we are able to make for these, than we could were we 
obliged to provide, in the terms, for cost of freight to Buffalo, 
besides storage, handling and re-shipping here. These savings 
exceed the extra cost of the freight-charges to those points that are 
farther from the factory-shipping-point than from Buffalo, while 
all customers living nearer to the factory-shipping-point than to 
Buffalo benefit further by a direct saving in freight-charges. There 
are additional benefits from this course, actual though not 
apparent, 

Thus, by the co-operation of our customers with us we are 
able to ‘‘Save all cost that adds no value’’ to goods by avoiding 
unnecessary handling and transporting the same goods twice, often 
in opposite directions, moving them instead, in a direct line only. 

Whenever it is economy to ship the Premium direct from the 
maker, the fact is plainly stated in the offer. It will be noticed 
that the largest and heaviest of such Premiums are made in at least 
two factories, sometimes in three, so as to give customers East and 
West the benefit of a lower freight-rate than from Buffalo. Ship- 
ment is alwaysimade from whichever factory is nearest you. 

The asterisk (*) which will be noted in some of the offers 
just preceding the information as to location of the factory, is signifi- 
cant only to customers West of the Mississippi River, and indi- 
cates to them that the Premium referred to is in their case 
shipped with the Products from our Peoria Warehouse. Hence, 
if the offer reads ‘“‘*From Central New York’’ Peoria customers 
will understand that this information does not concern them but 
that the Premium referred to is in their case shipped with the 
Products. 

In no case is a Premium shipped separately from the Products 
to Cal., Ore., Wash., or to Canada or foreign ports, 

Freight- and delivery-charges are paid by customers because 
our prices are based upon factory-cost of goods. Freight-charges 
to various points differ. If freight were included in our selling- 
prices, we should have to make different selling-prices to different 
localities ; or if one selling-price were established for all points, it 
would have to be high enough to cover cost of freight to distant 
points. With freight-charges paid by customer, all have the benefit 


of actual freight-rates and pay us a low factory-price for the goods. | 


OBSERVE OUR RULES. 


The rules governing the management of our business are the 
outgrowth of a third of a century's experience in this busi- 
ness, which is unlike all others. There must be definite rules to 
govern a business, as there are definite laws to govern a people. 
Each rule is the result of necessity and experience—not of caprice.
